Notification was received today 
by counsel for Andrew F. Howe, 
University City inventor, in his suit 
to obtain an accounting from the 
Commonwealth Steel Co. for the 
use of his steel mold and sand mill 
patents, that the United States Cir- 
cuit Court of Appeals at Chicago 
has affirmed a decision of District 
Judge FitzHenry favorable to the 
inventor. 

Action of the Appellate Court in 
sustaining the ruling granting an 


inventor an accounting refers the 
case automatically to a Master in 
Chancery who will endeavor to as- 


certain the actual value to the firm 


of the devices patented by Howe. 
The'inventor’s attorneys estimate it 
to be about $1,000,000. 

Judge FitzHenry designated a 
Master in Chancery when he gave 
his decision at Springfield, Ill., on 
Sept. 12, 1930, but that officer 
could not assume his duties until 
the outcome of an appeal filed by 
attorneys for the steel company 
was determined. The referee will 
proceed with the case as soon as a 
formal mandate is received from 
the Appellate Court. Attorneys for 
the company announced today they 
would file a motion for rehearing. 
Howe's attorneys based their ar- 
guments before the higher court 
on a long brief argued May 19 
last, containing a resume of the 
original trial and detailing their 
conceptions of the characteristics 
of the late Clarence H. Howard.

MOVE TO SAVE

Committeemen and Advi- 
sory Body Seek to Place 
Dry Law Responsibility 
on Their Opponents. 


The Republican organization in 
St. Louis took a positive stand last 
night for “real beer, right now” in 
a desperate effort to stem the 
break among the rank and file of 
Republicans in St. Louis to the 
Democratic ticket. 

Republican leaders had become 
convinced from a poll of voters 
conducted by the City Committee 
that the switch of Republicans to 


Roosevelt in the coming election 
would be as great or nearly as 
great as it was to Smith in 19232. 
due to the Democratic platform 
declaration for outright repeal of 
the eighteenth amendment and im- 
mediate modification of the Vol- 
stead act. Smith carried St. Louis 
by approximately 14,000. 

They feared not only that the 
Democratic national ticket would 
be successful in St. Louis, but that 
the local Republican candidates 
would go down in the threatened 
landslide. 

Worked for Repeal Plank. 

Anticipating the need of a 
straightout party declaration for 
fepeal of the eighteenth amend- 
ment and the Volstead act to keep 
Republicans in line in St. Louis, 
the organization attempted at the 
state convention in March to obtain 
such a plank in the state platform. 
It tried it again at the Republican 
National Convention in Chicago 
and again at the state convention 
of candidates in Jefferson City two 
weeks ago. In each instance it 
failed. 

In addition to these efforts the 
Republican City Committee adopt- 
ed a resolution demanding imme- 
diate repeal of the Volstead Act

form was adopted. 

Failing to obtain action in the 
official’ party organization, the 
City Committee yesterday worked 
out a statement of its position, in- 
dorsed by an advisory committee 
of business and professional men, 
in which an effort was made to 
place the entire responsibility on 
the Democratic party for the 
eighteenth amendment and _ ££ (for 
the passage of the Volstead Act, 
and to attempt to convince Repub- 
lican voters that the Democratic 
position of outright repeal was in- 
sincere and impossible of accom- 
plishment. 

The Democratic party was criti- 
cised for its failure to submit to 
Congress in July, after the adop- 
tion of the national platform, a 
bill to modify the Volstead Act. 

The resolution submitted by the 
city committee wag adopted at a 
dinner at Hotel Coronado, at 
which the advisory committee was 
formed. Daniel N. Kirby was 
chosen chairman of the committee 
and Isaac A. Hedges vice-chair- 
man, 

The statement recites that the 
Democratic national platform de- 
manded “constitutional” beer, and 
asks why it did not demand “real 
beer—pre-war beer.” 

Attack on Garner. 

In the charge of insincerity the 
Republicans said that in May a 
inajority of the Democratic mem- 
bers of a Democratic Congress vot- 
ed against 2.75 per cent beer, and 
that in July Speaker Garner de- 
nied a’ pétition of 75 Republican 
Congressme for a vote on the 
beer bill. 

Gov. Roosevelt was criticised for 
failing to demand action from Con- 
gress on prohibition in July, and 
the Republicans asked what reason 
was there to assume he would do it 
in March next year. 

It was asserted that the eight- 
eenth am¢ndment was proposed by 
a Democrat, Sewutor Shephard of 
Texas, and submitted by a Démo- 
cratic Congress, and that the State 
bone dry law was introduced by a 
Democrat, Senator McCawley, and 
passed by a Democratic Legisla- 
ture. .

ARTIST ARRESTED 
IN MODEL S DEATH 
UN HOUSE BOAT 


Coroner’s Verdict Says 
Washington Woman Was 
Strangled But Makes No 


Mention of Hanging. 


By the Associated Press, 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 24.—Au- 
thorities are investigating the death 
of Miss Sylvia Rockin, 23-year-old 
model, aboard the houseboat of 
George B. Speidel, 30, amateur ar- 
tist, with whom she had . been 
living. Speidel is held. 

A Coroner’s verdict, returned 
late yesterday, said Miss Rockin 
had died of strangulation, but did 
not mention hanging. Confronted 
with the verdict, Speidel denied he 
had anything to do with her 
death. He was quoted as saying 
he was asleep when she died. 

Capt. Bernard Thompson and 
‘Detective John C. Daiglish of the 
Police Department exhibited a 
signed statement they said had 
been prepared from information 
given to them by Speidel. In that 
statement, Speidel said he met 
Miss Rockin, whose home was at 
Ozone Park, Long Island, at the 
Corcoran Art Gallery last May. 
Since then, he said, they had been 
living together and “were very 
happy.” 

Speidel denied any connection 
with an illegal operation, from 
which the Coroner said Miss Rock- 
in was suffering/when she died. 
Speidel, said, too, that several 
weeks ago Miss Rockin told him a 
former sweetheart of hers in New 
York City had killed himself. The 
woman gave only Phillips as tie 
name of the 
Speidel said. 

Police are investigating reports 
that Speidel had not lived with his 
wife for two years. | 

The Coroner said an indentation 
of about a quarter of an inch cir- 
cled Miss Rockin’s neck. In ordi- 
nary hangings, he said, there is 2 
break in the indentation where the 
knot is tied. In this case, how- 
ever, the Coroner added, the knot 
made an even deeper indentation, 

Miss Rockin's body was identified 
last night by a sister, Mrs. Laura 
Kramer, and a brother, Benjamin

Franklin D. Roosevelt arrived in 
Los Angeles shortly after noon to- 
day for an 11-hour stop during 
which he will speak at the Holly- 
wood Bowl before resuming his 
journey to Williams, Ariz.

SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 24.— 


Gov. Franklin D. Roosevelt, Dem- 
ocratic candidate for President, 
was on his way to Los Angeles to- 
day. En route, he passed through 


Palo Alto, where President Hoover 
has his home, but made no stop 
there. 

Gov. Roosevelt 
speeches here yesterday, one be- 
fore the Commonwealth ‘lub, an, 
organization of business men, at 
noon, and the other, at night in 
the Civic Auditorium where in 
1920 he was nominated for Vice- 
President on the James M. Cox 
ticket. 

Before the Commonwealth Club, 
Gov. Roosevelt said: “We must 
build toward the time when a 
major depression cannot occur 
aguin. If this means sacrificing 
the easy profits of inflationist 
booms, then let them go and good 
riddance.” 

The address, which was an- 
nounced as non-political, had to do 
chiefly with government in busi- 
ness. Gov. Roosevelt said: ‘We 
are steering a steady course toward 
economic oligarchy, if we are not 
already there.”’ 

Crowd Cheers Praise of Smith. 

At the Auditorium, Gov. Roose- 
velt said: “It is 12 years since I 
spoke in this great civic audito- 
rium. The specific occasion was 
the opportunity to me in 1920 to 
deliver an imprompu five-minute 
address in behalf of the nomina- 
tion of a great citizen and a great 
Governor—Alfred E. Smith.’’ 

Cheering interrupted him. San 
Francisco gave Smith a pluralit? 
over President Hoover in 1928 and 
voted again for Smith in the pres- 
idential preference primary last 
spring. 

During his stay in San Francisco 
Gov. Roosevelt was assured by 
leaders of all Democratic factions 
that participated in the primary, 
that he would carry the State. 
These were William Gibbs McAdoo. 
Secretary of the Treasury in the’ 
Wilson Cabinet, and now Demo-| 
cratic nominee for United States 
Senator from California, who ,was 
Garner leader at the Chicago con- 
vention, but swung the California 
votes from Garner to Gov. Roose- 
velt; Isadore Dockweiler, the 
Smith leader at the convention, ana 
Justus Wardell, who led. the 
Roosevelt campaign in California. 

At the Auditorium Gov. Roose- 
velt declared: ‘You of California 
have the opportunity once more 
this year of sending to the Senate 
another great Progressive—a man 
who has abundantly proved an ex- 
traordinary administrative ability 
in the tremendous task of the war 
days as a member of the Cabinet 
of Woodrow Wilson. I want to 
see William Gibbs McAdoo repre- 
senting this State in the Senate 
of the Uuited States.” 

Roosevelt's Auditorium Speech, 

Gov. Roosevelt, at the Audito- 
rium, said: 

“Perhaps I am overstating the 
case in suggesting that the issues 
have been definitely joined because 
unfortunately between the two 
Kreat national parties the debate 
has so far been a bit one-sided. In 
fact, the challenge for the defining 
of issues has not been accepted. 

“I had hoped, and I still hope, 
that the lines of demarcation could 
be sharpened and defined.

“Toward Economic Oligarchy.”’ 

In his speech before the Com- 
monwealth Club, Gov. Roosevelt 
said: 

“We are stecring a steady courst 
toward economic oligarchy, if we 
are not there already.” 

“Clearly,” » 4 added, “all this 
calls for a eappraisement of 
values. A new builder of more in- 
dustrial plants, a creator of more 
railroad systems, an organizer of 
more corporations, is as likely to 
be a danger as a help. 

“The day of the great promoter 
or the financial titan, to whom we 
granted anything if only he would 
build, or develop, is over. Our task 
now is not discovery or exploita- 
tion of natural resources, or neces- 
sarily producing more goods. It 
is the soberer, less dramatic bust- 
ness of administering resources and 
plants already in hand, or seeking 
to re-establish foreign markets for 
our surplus production, of meeting 
the problem of underconsumption, 
of adjusting production to con- 
sumption, of distributing wealth 
and products more equitabhyj o1 
adapting existing economic pgani- 
zations to the service of tHe pev- 
ple. The day of enlighténed ad- 
ministration has come, 

“Right to Safety of Savings.” 

“Every man has a right to his 
own property; which means a right 
to be assured, to the fullest extent 
attainable in the safety of his sav- 
ings. 

“By no other means can men 
carry the burdens of those parts of 
life which, in the nature of things, 
afford no chance of labor: chila- 
hood, sickness, old age. In all 
thought of property this right is 
paramount; al other property 
rights must yield to it. 

“If in accord with this principle, 
we must restrict the operationa of 
the speculator, the manipulator, 
even the financier, I believe we 
must accept the restriction as need- 
ful, not to hamper individualism. 
but to protect it. 


“This implication is, briefly, that 


their own campaign is as inept as 


and industry, instead of acting each 
for himself, must work together to 
achieve the common end. 

“They must where necessary, sac- 
rifice this or that private advan- 
tage; and in reciprocal self-denial 
must Seek a general advantage, It 
is here that formal government— 
political government if you choose 
—comes in. Whenever in the pur- 
suit of this objective the lone wolf, 
the unethical competitor, the reck- 
less promoter, the Ishmael or In- 
sull whose hand is against every 
man’s, declines to join in achieving 
an end recognized as being for the 
public welfare, and threatens to 
drag the industry back to a state 
of anarchy, the Government may 
properly be asked to apply re- 
straint. 

“Protect the Public Interest.”’ 

“Likewise should the group ever 
use its collective power contrary to 
the public welfare, the Government 
must be swift to enter and protect 
the public interest. 


“The Government should assume 
the function of economic regulation 
only as a last resort, to be tried 
only when private initiative, in- 
spired by high responsibility, with 
such assistance and balance as Gov- 
ernment can give, has finally failed. 

“As yet there has been no final 
failure because there has been no 
attempt; andI decline to assume 
that this nation is unable to meet 
the situation.” 

On Rights of Individual. 


Gov. Roosevelt said the Declara- 
tion of Independence said every 
man had the right to liberty and 
the pursuit of happiness, — 

“We Know that individual liberty 
and individual happiness,” he said, 
“mean nothing unless both are or- 
dered in the sense that one mgn’'s 
meat is not another’s poison. 

“We know that the old ‘rights of 
personal competency’—the right to 
read, to think, to speak, to choose 
and live a mode of life, must be 
respected at all hazards. 

“We Know that liberty to do any- 
thing which deprives others of those 
elemental rights is outside the pro- 
tection of any compact; and that 
government in this regard is the 
maintenance of a balance within 
which every individual may have a 
place if he wil) take it; in which 
every individual may find safety if 
he wishes it; in which every in- 
dividual may attain such power as 
his ability permits, consistent with 
his assuming the accompanying re- 
sponsibility. 

“We must build toward the time 
when a major depression cannot 
occur again; and if this 
sacrificing the easy profjts of in- 
flationist booms, then let them go, 
and good riddance. 

“Faith in America, faith in our 
tradition of personal responsibility, 
faith in our institutions, faith in 
ourselves, demands that we recog- 
nize the new terms of the old socia) 
contract.” 

Traces Rise of Government. 

Gov. Roosevelt traced the rise of 
Government and its relations to 
business through the centuries, as- 
serting that the issue of “Govern- 
ment has always been whether in- 
dividual men and women have to 
serve some system of government 
or economics, or whether a system 
of government and economics ex- 
ists to serve individual men and 
women,” 

He said the history of the last 
half century was largely one of a 
“group of financial titans whose 
methods were not scrutinized with 
too much care and who were hon- 
ored in proportion as they  pro- 
duced the resylts, irrespective of 
what means they used.” 

“The financiers who pushed the 
railroads to the Pacific were al- 
ways ruthless, often wasteful, and 
frequently corrupt; but they did 
build railroads and we have them 
today,” he said, adding that the 
railroads were subsidized in vari- 
ous Ways; & merchant marine was 


assisted to foster shipping and that, 


the tariff was proposed 
“our infant industry.” 

“Some of my friends tell me that 
they do not want the Governmént 
in bnsifiess,” he continued. “With 
this I agree, but I wonder whether 
they realize the Implications of the 
past.

This system of reserved seats and 
primary elections will cease at the 
end of 10 years, Representation 
of the depressed classes in the 
public services also is provided. 

The plan was to cable the agree- 
ment to Prime Minister MacDonald 
at London immediately in the hope 
it might be accepted by the British 
Government in time to persuade 
Gandhi to end his fast today. 

Gandhi grew weaker and his 
voice fainter as the day progressed. 
He suffered recurrent attacks of ex- 
haustion which prevented him from 
drinking water, which has been his 
only sustenance during hist fast. 
Mrs. Gandhi was in constant  at- 
tendance on her husband in Yeroda 
prison.

Such an effort to restore order to the chaos left 
behind by Big Bill might well be expected to receive 
the support of many of Chicago's leading citizens, re- 
gardless of party. It has. The taxpayers of the city 
are heartened by the statement of Fred W. Sargent, 
head of the Chicago & Northwestern Railway, and 
chairman of the Citizens’ Committee on Public Ex- 
penditures, that in comparison with the 1930 tax 
levy on real estate, the 1932 assessments will,be 25 
to 35 per cent lower. 

What downstate Illinois and Chicago need to re- 
member is that they are both parts of the same po- 
litical and fiscal unit. If an irresponsible mounte 
bank breaks down the revenue-raising structure in 
Chicago, the entire State suffers. Efforts to over- 
come the damagé help thé entire State. When Cook 
County has a population of approximately 4,000,000 
as against downstate’s 3,600,000, it should be evident 
that in the long run downstate only stands to lose if 
it allows an-unprincipled set of office-seekers to 
align it against the metropolitan area to the north. 


10,000 persons to attend a hight baseball game be- 
tween the Cardinals and the House of David team, 
and it may well be suspected that they intend to 
make night major league baseball a commonplace in 
the near future. In various other ways, Breadon and 
Rickey have blazed new baseball trails, with success 
to themselves and to the benefit of the whole game. 
Their use of the farm system has revolutionized re. 
cruiting methods, and their offer of frée admission 
to the younger generation is generating new crops 
of cash customers. 

Since baseball came into flower as our national 
game, it has acquired formidable rivals in tennis and 
golf and, if it is to retain an important place in 
American sport, it must grow with the times. As a 
rule, teams which are non-contenders\in the pennant 
race have pitifully small attendance in week-day play, 
and this situation might be helpfully altered by night 
games. Again, many persons unwilling or unable to 
take afternoons off from work would welcome the 
opportunity to witness baseball under artificial light. 
Night football has proved successful in St. Louis, and 
80, we believe, would night baseball.

While Gandhi starves, it is his own people, as well 
as the British Government, who are responsible. 
Gandhi opposes any distinction in the reorganization 
of the Indian empire between upper caste Hindus | 
and the “untouchables.” The British Government, it 
is true, makes such a distin¢etion, but how it conld do 
otherwise is difficult to see. 

The caste system Of the Hindus is at the basis of 
the dispute, and that was fostered, not by the British, 
but by the Hindus themselves. By it, from 30,000,000 
to 60,000.000 persons in India are social and re- 
ligious pariahs. An upper caste Hindu regards him- 
self polluted if touched by one of these unfortunates, 
and will not eat food or drink water if an “untouch- 
able” has had anything to do with it. 

Gandhi deserves the highest praise, because he, 
though a Hindu, is bitterly opposed to setting up dif- 
ferences between human beings. But in this ideal he 
has not the support of his coreligionists, and, in fact, 
the “untouchables” themselves, for the most part, ac- 
cept their miserable roles placidly. They are des- 
perately poor. They are condemned to the most 
menial labor. They are barred from the temples of 
Hinduism, their children are exclnded from the 
schools and they are not allowed to drink from 
village wells. Seemingly many years of agitation 
must elapse before this prejudice can be broken down, 

The British Government claims it has done its best 
to solve the riddle, though the charge is made the

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ZONING FOR THE COUNTY. 

A new effort is to be made by the St. Louis County 
Chamber of Commerce to obtain authority from the 
next Legislature for. zoning of the unincorporated 
areas of the county.. The movement deserves to suc- 
ceed, as the need for proper, comprehensive zoning 
in this suburban district becomes more and more 
apparent as time goes by. 

It should go even further and provide for co-ordi- 
nation of the zoning -of the various incorporated 
towns-and of the unincorporated area by an offi- 
cially e&tablished County Plan Commission. Several 
of the suburban towns have adequate zoning laws, 
while others have none. By this time the need for 
zoning regulations should be obvious to most prop- 
erty owners who desire to have their holdings pro. 
tected from undesirable surroundings. This, of course, 
is particularly true in a community largely residen- 
tial, tike St. Louis County. 

Examples to prove the point—both good and bad 
—are numerous in the coufity. A striking one may 
be had alohg the new United States Highway No. 66, 
penetrating a hitherto undeveloped territory, which 
remains unincorporated. Filling stations and hot 
dog stands have sprung up rapidly, not only at main 
intersections, but scattered through districts which 
might otherwise be desirable for homes. In marked 
Sontgast is the wooded, hilly stretch of several miles 
where the thorovuglifare foes through the Ranken 
estate. Those in charge of this beantiful tract have 
refrained from permitting encroachments. Proper

impossible to give the men who built and 
organized the railroads a free hand in 
their dealing with the public, for the very 
qualities of courage and initiative which en- 
abled them to create thé railroad systems 
made them impatiént, inconsiderate, reck- 
less and often unscrupulous in managing 
them. Thus, toward the close of the nine- 
teenth century it became necéssary, as it 
had been necessary for centuries in dealing 
with other public services, to invoke the 
power Of government in order to impose 
upon the railroads certain minimum stand- 
ards of public service.

The effort to regulate the railroads was 
resisted by those who controlled and man- 
aged them. There ensued the bitterest kind 
of struggle. That struggle has poisoned the 
relationship between the railroads and the 
public, and out of it has come a type of reg- 
ulation which is based On distrust and is in 
many important respects rigid, wasteful and 
vindictive. The development of American 
railroading has been pockmarked and per- 
verted by this long conflict. 

The time has now come when the new 
power industry faces a decision not unlike 
that of the railroads some 40 or 60 years 
ago. It has stupendous technical achieve- 
ments to its credit, but along with the 
achievements it has developed abuses in 
rate-making, in its finance and in its man- 
agement which cannot be overlooked. The 
electrical utilities are at the end of an era 
in their history. The relative freedom of 
the pioneer which they have hitherto en- 
joyed they have now to relinquish: they 
have now to become public utilities in the 
full sense of the words. 

It is their destiny and they cannot escape 
it. Those who.control and manage them 
have to make a decision, not on this specific 
proposal or that, but on the broad general 
question of whether they will repeat the 
mistake of the railroads or whether they 
will profit by it. If they do as the railroads 
did, they will incite an amount of public 
resentment, already ominously large, which 
can result only in destructive regulation or 
in the abolition of private ownership and 
operation. 

* > * 

It is against such_a background as this 
that Gov. Roosevelt’s speech at Portland 
should be read. Against, this background, 
the speech, which is quite remarkable for 
its cogency, appears plainly as a statement 
of the general principles under which the 
power indystry may hope to continue to be 
privately owned and operated. In the exact 
sense of the words, the position of Gov. 
Roosevelt is that of an enlightened conserv- 
atism. It is conservative in that it proposes 
to maintain the system of private ownership 
and control. It is enlightened because it 
sets forth so clearly the conditions under 
which it is politically possible for that sys- 
tem to endure. If the leaders of the power 
industry have the foresight to realize this, 
they will save the country and themselves 
a decade of exhausting conflict. 

It ts possible, I think to reduce Gov. 
Roosevelt's proposals to simple terms. He 


that in four specific cases—on the St. Law- 
rence, at Muscle Shoals, at Boulder Dam 
and on the Columbia River—the Federal 
Government should operate power plants. 
By means of publicity, by means of the re- 
served right to expand public operation and 
by means of four imposing demonstrations 
to serve as experiments and reminders, he 
evidently hopes sufficiently to fortify’ public 
authority and so enlighten the utilities as 
to make the process of regulation effective. 

Finally, he adopts as the principle of 
valuation on which rates should be based 
the so-called principle of prudent invest- 
ment. This principle is that the value on 
which a utility should be allowed to earn 
dividends is the amount of money actually 
invested in the property. 

A few years ago, when this principle was 
first advanced by Justice Brandeis, it was 
regarded as confiscatory. Today it has all 
the appearance of offering the most gener- 
ous kind of protection to the investor in 
utility stocks. The reason for thig change 
is in the change of the price level. 

The basic principles which the court’ have 
set for the public service commissiéns in 
the manner of valuing utilities derived from 
a decision of the Supreme Court. knéwn as 
Smyth vs. Ames. This casé was decidéd 
in 1898 and it has been interpreted to mean 
that the main consideration in valuing a 
utility for rate purposes should be the coat 
of replacing it, less depreciation. 

7 ” * 

In 1898 that seemed an ungenerous prin- 
ciple. For in the 34 years up to 1898 prices 
had been declining so that in 1898 the coat 
of replacing something built, say, in 1880, 
had fallen. But from 1898 on, by a curious 
coincidence, prices began a steady rise and, 
of course, during the war they made 4 vio- 
lent rise. Théy remained above the pre- 
war lével all through the ‘20s. 

Thus in the 30 years up to 1928, the cost 
of replacing was generally higher than the 
original investment. The result Was that 
utility investors profited greatly, since they 
wére allowed to charge rates on a valuation 
that was larger than the money they had 
actually put into the industry. Consequent- 
ly, up to 1928-'29 the utilities were fervent 
advocates of the replacement principle as set 
forth in Smyth vs. Ames in 18938. 

But now the tide has turned. Prices had 
been falling all through the post-war dec- 
ade, but not enough to arouse the attention 
of many who were concerned with these 
things. Since the depression, however, they 
have fallen precipitously and there are many 
who think that, judging by the past, the 
probabilities are that, after some recovery 
from Panic levels, the general tendency of 
Prices will be downward in the coming dec. 
ades. If this is correct, the prudent in. 
vestment theory, which promises the in- 
vestor a reasonable return on his actual in- 
vestment, will be far more profitable to him 
than the existing replacement theory. 

An appreciation of this will almost cer- 
tainly bring wide support to Gov. Rodsevelt's 
proposal and is likely to facilitate fis adop- 
tion. It will be seen to be a measure which 
would greatly sustain the credit of the util- 
ities and would protect investors under de- 
clining prices, while it radically simplifies 
the problem of rate-making and regulation,

I helped to develop 
Warneke, Jurges, and Herman and 
they are now powerful cogs in the 
team’s success. 

Released When Cubs Reached Peak 

“ET also called Mr. Landis’ at- 
tention to the fact that the team 
was reaching its full strength just 
as the Pittsburgh Pirates cracked 
and that the team had reached its 
peak power under my direction. 
From that time the team began to 
show its real power, and it went 
on to win after I was released. 

“I feel that as one who handled 
the club through its major diffi- 
culties and had the greatest part 
in developing it to its present pow- 
er I am entitled to share in the 
distribution of any money the Cubs 
may gain through world series ef- 
forts. 

“I don’t know what the rules on 
the subject say—I did not even read 
them. But I do feel that I deserve 
a share more than some of those 
who will receive full portions. 

“If the judge views the situation 
from my standpoint I will be hap- 
py.
